Which  is  the  best  way  to  have  a 
baby,  at  home  or  in  a  hospital? 

The  magic  of  modern  medicine  has 
made  baby  delivery  seem  a  breeze  in 
the  eyes  of  many  people  today,  which 
has  given  rise  to  homebirths  with  the 
help  of  lay  midwives,  a  situation  physi¬ 
cians  are  uneasy  about. 

“I  feel  strongly  that  a  hospital 
setting  is  the  only  reasonable  approach 
for  a  delivery,”  said  Dr.  Howard  R. 
Francis,  chief  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital. 

“Patients  need  the  safeguards  that  a 
hospital  setting  can  afford,”  he  said. 

He  explained  that  these  safeguards 
include  specially  trained  personnel,

such  as  pediatricians,  heonatologists, 
respiratory  therapists  and  trained 
nurses,  technical  equipment  and  all 
other  hospital  facilities. 

Trained  personnel  who  can  spot 
complications  quickly  is  important, 
Francis  added. 

According  to  Loritta  Evans,  a  local 
certified  nurse  midwife,  midwifery  is 
divided  into  two  catorgories.  Lay 
midwives  and  certified  nurse 
midwives. 

Mrs.  Evans  said  a  lay  midwife  is  not 
required  to  receive  any  medical  train¬ 
ing.  “Technically  anyone  who  wants 
to,  can  become  a  lay  midwife,’’  she 
said. 

“A  certified  nurse  midwife  must  be  a 
registered  nurse  and  complete  a 
program  outlined  by  the  American 
College  of  Midwifery.” 

Mrs.  Evans  added  that  a  certified 
nurse  midwife  is  required  by  law  to 
work  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a 
doctor  but  a  lay  midwife  has  no  such 
restrictions. 

“I  think  there  is  a  place  for  the  well 
qualified  nurse  midwife,”  Francis  said, 
“She  can  be  a  physician  extender  and 
may  be  able  to  add  a  dimension  that 
we  have  not  been  able  to  provide,  es¬ 
pecially  time,  attention  and  a  woman’s 
touch,  which  is  greatly  appreciated.” 

However,  Francis  feels  much  dif¬ 
ferently  about  lay  midwifery.  “I  think 
lay  midwifery  should  be  outlawed,”  he 
said.  “A  lay  midwife  is  in  no  way 
qualified  to  handle  a  delivery  and  the 
complications  that  sometimes  occur.” 

Margot  Bingham,  a  childbirth 
educator  and  former  lay  midwife  assis¬ 
tant,  defended  the  practice  of 
midwifery. 

“I  feel  you  can  be  competent  and 
know  what  you  are  doing  without  hav¬ 
ing  a  doctor  behind  your  name,”  she 
said.  “There’s  more  than  one  way  to 
skin  a  cat  and  this  is  another  approach 
to  birth.” 

Mrs.  Bingham  said  many  lay 
midwives  object  to  any  licensing 
procedure  because  it  would  “put 
limitations  on  their  practice.  They 
would  be  limited  to  using  only  medical 
procedures  which  they  don’t  feel  are 
always  the  best  means,”  she  said. 

According  to  local  obstetrician  Kent 
R.  Gammette,  physicians  are  flexible 
and  patients  should  discuss  their  views 
with  them. 

Mrs.  Bingham  said  she  has  only 
heard  of  one  baby  which  has  died  in 
birth  in  this  area  in  recent  years  while 
being  attended  by  a  midwife  and  “It 
would  have  died  anyway.” 

Francis  agreed  that  “97  percent  of 
deliveries  are  normal”  but  was  quick  to 
add  that  physicians  are  concerned 
about  the  three  percent  of  cases  where 
complications  do  arise. 

With  modern  technology  and 
trained  personnel,  “we  can  save 
babies’  lives,  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  lives,”  Francis  said,  adding  that  not 
only  lives,  but  morbidity  (birth 


defects)  can  be  avoided  when  modem 
emergency  facilities  and  trained  per¬ 
sonnel  are  readily  available. 

Mrs.  Bingham  said  one  of  the  advan¬ 
tages  to  lay  midwifery  is  that  they 
don’t  use  drugs.  She  said  that  large 
amounts  of  drugs  given  during  labor 
can  cause  respiratory  problems  and 
hemorrhaging. 

Jim  Southwick,  an  anesthesiologist 
at  Utah  Valley  Hospital,  said, 
“Anesthetics  have  no  effect  on  the 
baby’s  respiration,  provided  we  keep 
the  blood  level  stable.  Hemorrhaging 
due  to  anesthesia  is  total  mythology.” 

Dianne  Bjarnson,  a  lay  midwife  and 
owner  of  Rural  Maternity  Care  in 
Springville,  feels  that  her  occupation  is 
a  calling  from  the  Lord. 

“I  received  some  blessings  many 
years  ago  that  told  me  I  should  be  a 
midwife,”  she  said.  “It’s  a  calling  from 
the  Lord  just  like  when  Brigham 
Young  called  midwives  in  his  day.” 

Dr.  Kenneth  W.  McHenry,  a  Provo 
obstetrician,  said,  “A  recent  article  in 
the  Daily  Herald  advocated  home 
delivery  because  certain  general 
authorities  (of  the  LDS  church)  were 
born  at  home.  Honesty  should  have 
dictated  that  it  be  noted  that  the 
mothers  of  some  of  these  men  died  in 
the  act  of  bearing  them.” 

“It  has  been  my  experience  that  the 
general  authorities  and  their  families 
today  always  seek  and  advocate  the 
best  medical  care,”  he  added. 

Good  medical  facilities  is  a  high 
priority  with  the  obstetricians,  and  has 
overshadowed  the  more  personal 
aspects  of  delivery. 

Taking  note  of  this,  doctors  have 
been  striving  to  make  improvements, 
Gammette  said. 

He  noted  new  procedures  which 
allow  fathers  into  delivery  rooms,  even 
during  caesarean  sections,  letting 
mothers  leave  the  same  day  and  letting 
siblings  into  the  delivery  room. 

One  recent  addition  to  the  Utah 
Valley  Hospital  has  been  the  birthing 
room,  which  has  all  the  adornments  of 
a  bedroom,  from  queen  sized  bed  and 
dressers,  to  a  rocking  chair  for  the 
father. 

Francis  said  that  mothers  in  the 
birthing  room  are  attended  fulltime  by 
a  trained  nurse  and  that  the  room  is 
just  seconds  from  emergency  services. 
Francis  noted  that  questions  have 
arisen  regarding  what  relationships 
hospitals  will  establish  with  qualified 
nurse  midwives  who  want  to  practice 
on  their  own. 

“I  would  like  to  encourage  whatever 
relationship  is  developed  to  be  done 
within  the  confines  of  a  hospital,  under 
the  direct  supervision  and  the  legal 
responsibility  of  an  obstetrician. 

Francis  said  he  felt  that  trained,  cer¬ 
tified  nurse  midwives  have  an  impor¬ 
tant  role  to  play  if  they  “work  within 
the  confines  of  a  hospital,  under  the 
direct  supervision  and  the  legal 
responsibility  of  a  qualified  obstetri-

“I  took  over  my 
father’s  properties,” 
Bullock  said.  “The  first 
mines  were  in  the  Ruby 
Hollow  area.  One  of  the 
first  mines  was  called 
the  Sunbeam  claim.  A 
cowboy  found  it  when  he 
saw  the  sun  glint  off 
some  ore.” 


Water  a  problem 

“My  father  bought 
out  the  Bullock  mine  in 
the  Tintic  area  around 
Goshen  and  Eureka.  He 
had  shipped  out  13 
carloads  of  ore  before  he 
struck  water.  He 
couldn’t  drain  the  water 
out,  and  before  long 
other  mines  had  to  stop 
production,”  he  said. 
“Jesse  Knight  tried 
starting  a  drain  south  in 
Goshen  that  would  run 
seven  miles  to  the  area. 


Knight  got  in  a  mile  and 
a  half  when  the  drain 
was  halted  because  he 
died.” 

Even  the  miner  of  to¬ 
day  is  bothered  by  water 
problems.  A  mine  in 
which  Bullock  was  work¬ 
ing  in  the  Santaquin 
area  is  plagued  with  ox¬ 
ide  mud;  passages  can 
be  cut  off  as  oxide-heavy 
water  forms  walls  in  the 
tunnels. 

Mining  is  no  sure 
thing  either,  according 
to  Bullock.  “Mining  is 
disappointing;  it  is 
about  99-to-l,”  he  said. 
“We  have  come  so  near 
making  a  fortune,  and 
then  it  seems  like  a  door 
would  close.  It’s  a  big 
gamble  —  like  that  mine 
east  of  Ironton.  A  fellow 
found  a  copper  boulder. 
Jesse  Knight  drilled  a 
tunnel  for  a  mile  and 


found  nothing.  That 
isn’t  mining  —  it  is  just 
prospecting.” 

Bullock  has  done  his 
share  of  prospecting. 
One  time  he  hired  the 
Browning  Geophysical 
Co.  to  make  a  survey 
before  he  started  min¬ 
ing. 

“Well,  Browning 
located  a  large  anomoly. 
He  said  it  could  be  one 
of  five  things  —  a  great 
ore  body,  a  body  of  iron 
or  magnesium,  ’  water 
saturation  or  a  large 
cavern,”  Bullock  said. 
“We  tried  it  and  found  a 
big  cavern.  The  cavern 
was  100  feet  long,  60  feet 
wide  and  60  feet  high. 
Along  the  west  wall 
there  was  a  ramp.  We 
followed  the  ramp,  and 
at  the  top  there  was  a

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Defending  champion  John 
McEnroe  picked  apart  Bjorn  Borg’s  game  with  slicing 
serves,  hard  returns  and  punching  volleys  and  out¬ 
lasted  the  brilliant  Swede  7-6,  6-1,  6-7,  5-7,  6-4  Sun¬ 
day  to  retain  his  U.S.  Open  tennis  title,  while  third- 
seeded  Chris  Evert  Lloyd  overcameHana  Man- 
dlikova  to  take  the  women’s  title  on  Saturday. 

Borg’s  serve,  generally  reliable  if  not  overwhelm¬ 
ing,  deserted  him  early  in  the  match.  Six  times  in  a 
row  : — from  late  in  the  first  set  through  the  end  of  the 
second  —  Borg  was  unable  to  hold  his  serve. 

After  Borg  took  the  third  and  fourth  sets,  in  the 
fifth  set  McEnroe  got  the  break  he  needed  in  the 
seventh  game  to  go  up  4-3,  then  held  his  final  two  ser¬ 
vice  games  to  win.  It  was  the  first  time  since  1976 
that  Borg  has  lost  a  five-set  match,  ending  a  string  of 
13  victories. 

The  triumph  was  a  sweet  one  for  the  McEnroe, 
coming  less  than  24  hours  after  his  victory  over 
Jimmy  Connors. 

Meanwhile,  Chris  Evert  Lloyd  rallied  to  beat  Hana 
Mandlikova  of  Czechoslovakia  5-7,  6-1,  6-1  Saturday, 
winning  her  fifth  U.S.  Open  tennis  championship 
and  her  first  major  title  since  her  victory  here  in  1978, 
her  fourth  crown  in  a  row. 

The  third-seeded  Lloyd  capped  her  return  to  the 
top  of  the  tennis  world  with  a  strong  performance  in 
the  final  two  sets,  breaking  Mandlikova’s  serve  five 
times.

UNM  Spoils  opener

Dreams  and  glory,  an  undefeated  season  and  a  national  ranking, 
were  whiffed  away  Saturday  with  one  inhale  from  the  Big  Bad 
Wolf.  New  Mexico  used  a  blitzing  defense,  a  Brad  Wright-Ricky 
Martin  pass  combination,  and  the  leg  of  Peter  Parks  to  score  the 
biggest  upset  in  UNM  history,  25-21,  Lobos  over  Cougars. 

UNM  had  been  rated  a  mere  seventh  in  the  conference.  BYU  was 
ranked  as  high  as  eighth  among  all  intercollegiate  teams.  The  game 
should  prove  one  of  the  big  upsets  of  the  new  season. 

Now  if  the  Cougars  are  to  have  a  national  ranking,  they  will  have 
to  climb  there  anew.  The  Lobos  outplayed  the  highly-favored 
Cougars  all  over  the  field.  They  gained  400  total  yards  to  197  for 
BYU.  They  converted  on  nine  straight  third-down  plays  at  one 
point,  compared  to  two  for  the  Cougars  all  night  long.  They  sacked 
Cougar  quarterback  Jim  McMahon  about  six  times  and  hurried  his 
passes  uncounted  times. 

Despite  the  fact  both  of  the  Cougar  touchdowns  were  set  up  by 
fumbles,  BYU  went  to  the  locker  room  at  half  with  the  confidence 
of  a  14-7  advantage.  The  Lobos  had  scored  first  —  as  they  did  last 
year  in  BYU’s  59-7  win —  on  a  58-yard  bombs  away  from  Wright 
to  '  Martin. 

Mark  Brady  recovered  a  fumble  at  the  UNM  15  and  four  Eric 
Lane  rushes  landed  the  senior  tailback  in  the  end  zone.  New  Mex- 
,,  ico  was  to  fumble  twice  more  in  the  half.  David  Aupiu  recovered  the 
I  one  at  midfield  but  the  Cougars  were  not  able  to  capitalize.  Glen 
:  Titensor  recovered  the  next  one  and  four  plays  later  McMahon  hit 
Clay  Brown  in  the  flat  and  the  tight  end  stepped  in  to  put  BYU  on 
top. 

New  Mexico’s  Keith  McGee  ran  the  opening  kickoff  of  the  second 
half  back  to  the  UNM  45.  Then  Wright  kept  the  ball  on  six  of  11 
plays  as  UNM  scored  six  to- come  within  a  breath  of  BYU,  14-13. 
The  extra  point  by  Pete  Parks  went  wide. 

It  was  the  only  thing  Parks  didn’t  do  fabulously  all  evening.  At 
one  time  the  5-8, 143-pound  kicker  had  asked  BYU  if  they  could  use 
him  and  BYU  may  regret  they  sent  him  away.  Although  the  Cougar 
defense  stalled  Lobo  drives  short  of  paydirt,  Parks  zeroed  in  on  field 
goals  of  22,  43,  45  and  35  yards  to  spell  defeat  for  the  Cougars. 


But  first  BYU  got  the  last  of  its  points.  Homer  Jones  ran  the 
kickoff  back  to  the  BYU  39-yard  line  with  the  help  of  a  key  John 
Ramage  block.  Three  McMahon-to-Brown  passes  then  accounted 
for  most  of  the  yardage  as  the  1980  Cougars  presented  the  closest 
resemblance  to  the  team  which  frightened  everyone  in  1979. 

Sophomore  Kurt  Gunther,  who  was  pulled  out  of  class  minutes 
before  the  Cougars  left  for  Albuquerque,  kicked  the  point  after.  The 
expected  kicker,  David  Taylor,  was  left  in  Provo  since  his  academic 
standing  is  still  in  question. 

As  well  as  Wright,  Martin,  McGee  and  Parks,  the  UNM  victory 
was  the  result  of  Lobo  stars  like  Bob  Shupyrt  and  Michael  Johnson. 

UNM  Coach  Joe  Morrison  had  warned  that  Shupyrt  has  the 
.  ability  to  be  as  good  a  linebacker  as  there  is  in  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference.  The  senior  defensive  standout  proved  it  with  at  least 
four  QB  sackings  in  the  first  half  alone.  The  Lobos  were  coming  at 
BYU  with  a  5-2  defense  with  the  two  linebackers  both  coming 
through  the  center.  Most  centers  are  only  expected  to  block  one 
man  at  a  time. 

“We  knew  they  had  a  young  offensive  line  and  we  wanted  to  get 
after  them,”  Coach  Morrison  said  after  the  game. 

Johnson  was  one  of  the  freshmen  fielded  by  the  inexperienced 
Lobos.  The  5-7,  166-pound  running  back  was  a  key  to  most  of  the 
UNM  drives  in  the  second  half.  Included  in  his  efforts  was  a  33- 
yard  breakaway. 

The  game  marked  the  first  time  UNM  has  beat  BYU  since  1971 
and  the  first  conference  loss  for  BYU  since  1978.  It, was  the  debut  at 
UNM  for  thq  often  soft-spoken  Morrison. 

The  loss  meant  at  least  two  conference  teams  could  lose  one  game 
and  be  assured  of  beating  BYU  for  the  WAC  title.  The  Lobos,  of 
course,  and  San  Diego  State  —  SDSU  has  eight  conference  games 
scheduled  to  seven  for  BYU  and  the  championship  is  determined 
on  a  percentage  basis. 

BYU  had  two  key  injuries.  Running  back  Eric  Lane  suffered  a 
strained  and  partially  torn  acheilles  tendon,  and  defensive  tackle 
Mike  Morgan  a  bad  ankle  sprain.

Double-digit  inflation 
increasing  the  cost  of 
rent,  food,  clothes  and 
recreation  makes  a 
college  education  an  ex¬ 
pensive  proposition. 

For  example,  seniors 
who  have  been  at  BYU 
for  the  last  four  years 
have  seen  tuition  in¬ 
crease  about- 25  percent 
—  from  $390  in  1977  to 
$485  in  1980. 

With  correct  financial 
information  and  proper 
planning,  a  college 
education  may  turn  out 
to  be  a  worthwhile  in¬ 
vestment;  without  it, 
the  whole  experience 
may  be  a  costly  mistake, 
say  local  educators  and 
financial  experts. 

The  current  cost  of  at¬ 
tending  BYU,  estimated 
by  the  Financial  Aid  Of¬ 
fice,  is  $1,349  a 
semester,  or  $2,698  for 
the  school  year. 

Students  beginning 
school  in  the  fall  should 
expect  their  education 
to  cost-  at  least  $11,000, 
not  including  needed 


travel  and  recreation 
money. 

One  way  the  student 
can  lighten  the  expense 
load  of  school  is  to  take 
an  on -campus  job.  Only 
full-time  students  are 
eligible  for  on-campus 
work  which  pays  a 
minimum  $3.15  per 
hour. 

Working  twenty  hours 
a  week,  the  limit  for  on- 
campus  jobs,  a  student 
can  make  about  $2,000  a 
year,  which  goes  a  long 
way  toward  cutting 
down  college  expenses. 

According  to  Don 
Lyman,  BYU  employ¬ 
ment  manager,  there  are 
about  7,000  part-time 
jobs  on  campus,  many 
more  than  at  most 
schools. 

“Every  study  we’ve 
seen  shows  that  we  are 
one  of  the  highest  in 
terms  of  student  em¬ 
ployment.  \ 

“It’s  safe  to  say  that  if 
a  student  needs  to  work 
and  is  willing  to  take 
most  anything,  he’ll  be 
able  to  get  a  job,”  said 
Lyman. 


Lyman  said  to 
facilitate  getting  a  job, 
the  student  should  plan 
his  classes  so  he  has  a 
four-hour  block 
available  each  day. 

“Th^  one  that  has 
trouble  finding  a  job  is 
the  person  , who  has 


classes  scattered  all 
throughout  the  day.  If 
he  is  not  willing  to  take 
an  early  morning  job, 
that  person  might  have 
difficulty.  ‘If  they’re 
willing  to  take  what’s 
available,  usually 
something  can  be 
worked  out,”  he  said. 


Students  seeking  on 
campus  jobs  should 
come  to  the  employment  i 
office  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble.

Financial  aids  available  from  office

You  say  that  you  just  bad  to  pay  an  outrageous  deposit  to  get  a 
phone,  your  math  class  requires  that  you  purchase  a  calculator 
and  for  a  myriad  of  other  financial  reasons  school  is  going  to  cost 
more  than  you  had  planned? 

Don’t  quit.  In  addition  to  working,  students  can  get  additional 
help  in  meeting  the  cost  of  college  through  the  Financial  Aids  Of¬ 
fice. 

Ford  L  Stevenson,  director  of  the  office,  said  it  is  perhaps 
busier  now  than  it  ever  has  been. 

“The  pressure  on  our  office  has  increased  significantly  over  the 
last  few  years,”  said  Steveqson.  “The  total  number  of  contacts 
we  have  with  the  students  is  probably  up  50  percent  over  what  it 
was  a  year  ago.” 

The  office  offers  a  variety  of  scholarships  and  loans,  and  is  a 
participant  in  the  Basic  Education  Opportunity  Grant  (BEOG) 
program. 

BEOG  grants  provide  funds  to  all  undergraduate  students  who 
demonstrate  financial  need  and  who  are  in  good  academic 
standing.  Eligible  students  can  receive  from  $80  to  $1,438  in 
federal  aid  for  the  academic  year. 

Because  of  the  strings  sometimes  attached  to  federal  programs, , 
the  Financial  Aid  Office  does  not  take  as  active  a  role  in  the 
BEOG  program  as  other  schools  do. 

“We  participate  in  the  ADS  or  alternative  dispersal  program 
whereby  students  receiving  BEOG  funds  deal  directly  with  the 
government,”  said  Stevenson. 

“All  we  do  is  act  as  a  certifying  agent.  We  certify  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  enrolled  here,  are  making  progress  and  that  they  are  not 
in  default  in  any  other  program,”  he  said. 


Through  the  ADS  program,  the  students  send  a  request  for  the 
payment  form  to  the  government,  and  then  the  check  is  sent 
directly  to  them. 

“As  a  university,  we  never  get  involved  with  the  disbursement 
of  federal  funds.  This  keeps  us  from  having  funds  to  be  accounted 
for  and  there  is  no  reason  for  anyone  to  come  and  say,  ‘What  are 
you  doing  with  the  funds  you  put  in  your  treasury?’  ”  he  said. 

Short-term  loans  are  also  offered  to  assist  part-time  day  and 
full-time  students  who  are  in  good  academic  standing.  A  cosigner 
is  required,  Students  may  borrow  only  up  to  the  cost  of  tuition, 
and  the  loan  must  be  repaid  within  the  term  or  semester  in  which 
the  lqan  was  taken  out. 

A  small  service  charge  is  required  for  the  loan,  but  no  interest  is 
charged  unless  the  loan  becomes  delinquent.  Should  that  hap¬ 
pen,  a  hold  is  placed  on  the  student’s  records  and  the  student  is 
charged  12  percent  interest. 

BYU  also  offers  long-term  loans  to  full-time  day  students.  To 
qualify,  a  student  must  have  a  part-time  job  during  the  semester 
for  which  the  loan  is  approved. 

Seven  percent  interest  is  assessed  to  the  unpaid  balance  of  the 
status.  The  long-term  loan  is  not  available  to  freshmen. 

In  addition .  to  loans  and  grants,  the  Financial  Aid  Office 
awards,  scholarships  to  students  as  incentives  for  scholastic  ex¬ 
cellence.  To  be  competitive  for  scholarships,  new  freshmen  need 
at  least  a  3.6  GPA  and  26  ACT  score. 

Transfer  and  continuing  students  must  have  a  GPA  of  3.63  to 
receive  scholarship  consideration. 

Perhaps  the  most  widely  used  avenue  of  easy  money  is  the 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program.  Through  the  program  an  un¬ 
dergraduate  student  may  borrow  up  to  $2,500  and  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  $5,000  a  year.
